Oeaaonwealth's Attorney Grannis 
Sms Fleming .Man For Slander— 
Twe Lotal Cases Imirei. 

The Flemlngaburg Times-Democrat 
saya: 

Tuesday evening Bruce B. Qrannis, 
Commonwealth's Attoraey, filed suit 
for $50,000 damages against James S. 

Muse, until recently in the mercantile 
business at the village of Muse Mills, 
In this county, the grounds for said 
suit being that It Is alleged that said 
Muse, on the 20th day of the past May, 
In this city, ip the business bouse of F. 
B. Henderson, and in the presence of 
said Henderson and of J. H. MuUikin. 
did give utterance to the following 
language: 

"Prom what 1 hear, we haven't any 
Commonwealth s Attorney. Tliey tell 
mc that In that Owens case at Mays- 
vllle, he (Owens) was sent to the peni- 
tentiary and they wanted to get him 
out and didn't know how to manage It 
Someone suggested that they would 
take Orannls )1,200, and the roan who 
was to take the $1,200 says: 'What if 
Orannls Indicts me for attempting to 
bribe?' 'Very well tlien. you tell him 
we will Indict bim for accepting a 
bribe in the gambling at the White- 
hall Hotel.' He Ukes the |1,200 to 
Orannls, gives it to him. Mr. Grannis 
sees Cfovernor Stanley, gives him $600 
and In five days the man was pardon- 
ed." 

At the time these words were utter- 
ed, Mr. MuUlkin Informed Mr, Muse 
that be would tell Bruce Grannis of 
the matter at onoe, which he did, and 
this suit la the raault 

Here, where Bruce Orannls was 
reared and where he is well known 
such false accusatioiis might not do 
him such hurt, for no man not hllnderl 
by partisan or personal malice woul'' 
give them a monuMii's consideration 
But for a public ofllclal to be charged 
with an offense like this among peopU 
who did not know bim and who had no 
means of finding out the truth or fal- 
sity of the allegations, would be very 
damaging indeed, and Mr, (iranni!- 
very properly took tills step to pr<i- 
tect his own good niMiie and the good 
name of the office to which tlie people 
bad elected him. There is too much of 
this same sort of slander on publi 
officials going the rounds, and it i 
high time that those who are retalUn 
that sort of slander should he eallei 
to an accounting. ,\lr Muse will ii.iw 
have an opportunity to prove his ,il 
legations, which no one who know; 
Bruce Orannls will for one moment 
believe he will ever attempt to do. Mr 
Orannls has made the most feartew 
and efficient prosecutor this district 
ever had, and naturally the men who 
have found themselves unable to de- 
feat the ends of justice while he was 
In office, have hit upon the plan of dis- 
crediting bim by auch stories as that 
put in circulation by Mr. Muse. 

That this case will be pushed to the 
uttermost is pretty well evidenced by 
the list of attorneys who will be with 
Mr. Orannla In the case: John P. Mc- 
Cartney. 0. R. Bright and Slattery * 
Rees.

Map of Enlire City Scried lij City 
Eaflaeer Showing Each Piece of 
Property la City and Owaer 
May Be Ceapleted. 

As another step toward solving the 
serious tax assessment shortage now 
facing the city, it has been suggested 
that a complete property census of 
the entire city be taken so that every 
I^eoe of property in the city, its size 
and its owner will be listed and on 
flic In the city executive olliceH. 

This was suggested when It was 
learned that several pieces of city 
property bad been completely omitted 
from the city assessment this year and 
as the City Schools are vitally inter- 
ested and want to see the ten thous- 
and dollar shortage facing them for 
the next year wiped out, it has been 
suggested that the schools take over 
tills census matter and Hat for the 
city every piece of property within 
the city limiU. 

A meeting of the Finance committee 
of the City Board of Education with 
the Ways and Means Committee of City 
Council was sclieiluled for this morn- 
ing but as Superintendent \V, ,1 Cap- 
linger, was out of the city, tliis meet- 
ing had to be poatponed. It is under- 
stood, however, that Prof. Caplinger 
and other teachera have volunteered 
to take this census and to complete a 
map of the city showing the size of 
the various pieces of projierty in tlie 
city and tlieir owni>rs. The fire in- 
surance maps are not complete 
enough for this information and the 
city officials and school authorities 
often have use for snob information 
during the year and they believe they 
can find many pieces of property omit- 
ted on the aasessment by such a plan,

now working havoc in the eastern 
states and Is rapidly spreading west- 
ward. I am writing to uk that you 
use your endeavor to keep this dis- 
ease out of Kentucky by giving pub- 
licity to this infiirmntion in your 
neighliorliood and Id ask any with 
whom you come in contact, not to Im- 
port any chestnut trees into Kentucky 
and only use native growth for re- 
planting. 

I desire to especially call the at- 
tention of our nurserymen of the state 

to this menace and would ask that 
they voluntarily uae every means at 
their command to protect Kentucky, 
from this disease and hereby solicit 
their cooperation, and would ask that 
they not make any importation of 
chestnut trees likely to bear the dis- 
ease. 

I feel sure that with the Information 
before us. every true Kentupkian will 
be willing to bear in mind the rea- 
sonableness of this request arid to use 
their influence and help in every way 
possible to keep this 'Usease from en- 
tering our state on devastating our na- 
tive chestnut trees, and should any 
tree show evidence of this trouble, 
that the fact be Immediately commun- 
icated to I'rof. H. (Jarnian. Stale Kn- 
tomolorlst, Lexington, Ky.

Several men already liave died at 
bospitala and others are not axpaeted 
to Uv« through the day. 

Hvary morgue In the city has been 
pressed into Mrvlce and thousands of 
frantic women and children are rush- 
ing from one undertaking shop to an- 
other In an effort to leuru whether 
their loved ones are among the killed. 

Today's accident is tbe worst in tbe 
history of the anthractite coal region. 
Prior to this Avondale, In which 108 
men lost their livee, was the worat 

The explosion was caused by an 
electric wire which fell into a car- 
load of black powder. Sixteen cars, 
carrying about 200 men, were enter- 
ing the tunnel whan the axploalon oc- 
curred. 

Most of the men died as the result 
of inhaling flames, but many were 

blown to atoms and others were 

drowned In a trench of water that ran 
along the side of the tracks. 

Among tbe idi^ntilled dead Is Chuck 
Conners, war hero, who returned from 
France a week ago. Another is John 
MoCloskey, former pitching star of 
the New Tork Steto Baseball League. 
The accident oceurred at 6:40 a. m. 
while the men were on their way to 
work. 

The explosion could be heard for 
miles around- if it had been a car- 
load of giant instead of black pow- 
der it would have blown away the 
greater part of the east end of this 
city. 

By 7 a. m. thousands of persons 
gathered at the head of the tunnel. As 
the dead were removed they were 
placed on a side hill The scene re- 
sembled a battle ground. Mothers, 
wives and children rushed from one 
body to another and many women 
fainted when they recognised their 
relatives.
